Rug Cleanup Under Way 
Stillwater, 
Okla.—The 
annual 
clean-up 
campaign 
conducted 
against the various kinds of bugs 
infesting the state by Oklahoma A. 
and M. College, which has been un­ 
der way since the end of the crop 
growing season, is producing re­ 
sults as shown in reports to Pro­ 
fessor C. E. Sanborn, 
experiment 
station and extension entomologist 
at the institution. 
The cotton boll weevil and 
the 
chinch bug have been the two chief 
enemies of farmers aimed at in the 
drive, Sanborn says. 
Entomologist 
E. E. Scholl, of the < xtension de­ 
partment, has been 
carrying 
on 
some cooperative work in destruc­ 
tion of 
boll 
weevil 
hibernating 
places in the southeastern part or 
the state, Sanborn has announced. 
‘‘It is essential that all the hi­ 
bernating places that can be reach­ 
ed be destroyed as soon as possi­ 
ble,” Sanborn says. “We 
want 
to 
make it impossible for the weevil 
to pass through the winter, as far 
as we eau.” 
Farmers in the small-grain 
dis­ 
trict of the £tate have been advised 
that the burning of bunch grass is 
the first step in 
moving 
against 
the chinch bug. 
“ Unfortunately the 
farmers 
do 
not notice the chinch bug to any 
great extent except in the summer 
time, when it is doing serious dam­ 
age to small grains and corn,” says 
Sanborn. “It is then that they feel 
more like fighting the 
pest 
than 
they do in the fall of the 
year.
